ABOARD U.S.S. MT. OLYMPUS, 
Jan. 13 (AP)—Rescued after two 
weeks, which they spent in the 
wreckage of their crashed sea- 
plane in ice-piled Elléworth land, 


six of the Byrd Antarctic expedi- 
tion's nine missing flyers rested 
today in warm bunks aboard their 
mother ship, the seaplane tender 
Pine Island. : 

Their near~niracuious rescue, 
after blinding polar fogs had 
balked repeated search attempts, 
touched off wild celebrations 
aboard ships of the Navy task 
force. 

Aboard the Pine Island—whose 
skipper, Capt. Henry H. Caldwell, 
was one of the rescued men—the 
survivors told how their Mariner 
photographic plane brushed a peak 
of snow and ice Dec. 30, but re- 
mained airborne, only to explode, 
scattering aircraft fragments and 
men over 100 yards of the frozen 


waste. 

Visibility had suddenly faded, they 
related: earth and sky had merged 
into @ dull white mass, with no 
visible horizon. The accident 
eccurred just as the co-pilot, Lt. 
(jg) William H. Kearns Jr. of 
‘Boston, turned to return to the 
Pine Island. 

Two Killed Outright. 

When the plane bounded off the 
hill. Ens. Maxwell A. Lopez of 
Newport, R.1L, and Aviation Radio- 
man 1-C Wendell K. Hendersin of 
Wilton, Wis., were killed outright 
at their stations. :

Reprimanded for Han- 
dling of Dougherty 
Crash — No Evidence 
of Hush-up, Board Says 


Police Capt. Charles N. Row- 


land. commander of the Deer 
sinett’ District 
30 days without pay and repri- 
manded today by the Board of 
Police Commissioners for his han- 
dling of the accident case involv- 
ing Sheriff John F. Dougherty 
last Dec, 15. The suspension took 
effect immediately. 

Capt.. Rowland, who pleaded 
guilty Saturday to charges of neg- 
lect of duty, heard the board's 
decision without comment. Ben 
L. Liberman, board member, acted 
as spokesman for the Board of 
Police Commissioners in releasing 
the verdict. 

Capt. Rowland, Liberman said, 
neglected to report the ‘accident 
case promptly to the office of the 
chief of police in proper form. 
“The officer pleaded that lack 
f the Sheriff's driver's license 
elayed the report,” Liberman 
said. “The incompleteness of the 
report is not an excuse. The 
driver’s license could have been 
o.teined later and information on 
it put in a supplementary report.” 

No Evidence of “Hush-up.” 

Stressing Capt. Rowland’s 
record as an efficient police offi- 
cer for 26 years, Liberman told 
reporters there had been no evi- 
dence at any point in the inten- 
sive investigation which the board 
made of the Dougherty case that 
the police report had been delayed 
or suppressed by intention or 
“any willful desire to hush the 
matter up.” . 

The Police Board decision, an- 
nounced in a 15page statement, 
stated in part: 

“This board will not counte- 
nance or excuse a failure to arrest 
a law violator, regardless of the 
wishes .of the parties injured or 
involved in the accident. The mat- 
ter as to whether a violator is 
going to be prosecuted in the 
courts is not for the police de- 
partment to determine but is a

Burning Wreckage in 
Virginia — CAA Had 
Reported Radio Beam 
Was Missing. 


GALAX, Va. Jan. 13 (AP)— 
What part, if any, that an “in- 
operative radio beacon” played in 


the crash of an Eastern Airlines|; 


passemger plane near here with 
the loss of 18 lives may be learned 
today as the company and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board launched 


investigations. 

The big liner, Miami bound 
from Detroit, plunged to earth 
and burned around 1:45 a. m. 
Sunday on a rain-swept hill about 
ten miles west of here. Only one 
of the 19 persons aboard survived 
the terrific impact and subsequent 
fire. 

Investigators of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board examined the 
blackened wreckage for clues to 
the accident’s cause. Washington 
officials said public hearings 
would follow immediately. 

The lone survivor was William 
Ellis Keyes Jr., 25 years old, of 
Boynton, Fla. Two rescuers ripped 
a seat from the burning wreckage 
and dragged him to safety. At 
the hospital here he was treated 
for shock, lacerations and burns 
on the feet and legs. 

Eastern Airline officials began 
an investigation into the cause of 
the cra.h. Capt. Eddie Ricken- 
backer, the president and general 
manager of the airlines, said in 
Miami that the plane was 60 miles 
off its course when it crashed. 
The Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
he said, messaged at 2:30 a.m.— 
about 45 minutes after the plane

ATLANTA, Jan. 13—The politi- 
cal destiny of Georgia for the next 
four years was being charted to- 
day by professional politicians in 
smoke-wreathed hotel rooms, with 
the public on the outside. 

Although the General Assembly, 
which convened today, is sched- 
uled to act tomorrow on this 


state’s knotty gubernatorial prob- 
lem occasioned by the death Dec. 
21 of Governor-elect Eugene Tal- 
madge, the real business of choos- 
ing his successor was being con- 
ducted in the campaign headquar- 
ters of the two principal claim- 
ants. The headquarters are sepa- 
rated only by the width of a corri- 
dor in a downtown hotel. There 
legislators have been making com- 
mitments to be translated into ac- 
tion on the floor. 

Rivals are Talmadge’s son, Her- 
man, a 33-year-old lawyer who was 
his father’s campaign manager, 
and Lt. Gov.-elect M. E. Thomp- 
son. Herman Talmadge, who did 
not run for office, seeks it because 
of some “write-in” ballots from 
shrewd supporters aware of his 
father’s precarious health. He 
claims it also as an adherent of 


Commerce Department 


Committee Calls for 
Labor Laws Placing 


Public Interest First. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department’s 
Small Business Advisory Commit- 
tee called today for a flat 20 per 


cent cut in individual income 
taxes and for new labor laws 
based on the premise that “the 
public interest must be para- 
mount.” 

The report of the committee— 
composed of 18 business men from 
all sections of the country—was 
released without comment by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Harriman. 

President Truman in successive 
messages to Congress last week 
pleaded against quick tax cutting, 
but Chairman Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee has anonunced 
his intention to press for a 20 per 
cent slash in the tax bills o% all 
persons with jncomes up to $300,- 
000 and a 10.5 per cent cut above 
that amount.

The 2300 Smithfield strikers issued 
a plea for a nation-wide walkout. 

The truckmen demanded a 44 
hour instead of a 48-hour week, 
two weeks paid vacation, half pay 
during illness and adjustment of 
overtime pay conditions. The 45- 
member Road Haulage Central 
Wages Board met in emergency 
session to consider the demands 
and a previous decision which 
touched off the walkout. 

The board said “immediate 
consultations” had been arranged 
between employers and strikers 
and that it would draw up néw 
proposals for pay and working 
conditions soon after Jan. 21. 

Police Leaves Canceled. 

London was tense. All police 
leaves were canceled and mounted 
constables accompanied the con- 
voys of military trucks. Long lines 
of army trucks poured into the 
city’s East End past thousands 
of persons at the curbs.

TRUMAN BUDGET 
HEADS FOR SHARP 
CONGRESS PARING 


G.O.P. Senators to Seek 
Complete Overhaul 
When Joint Committee 
Meets This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13— (AP)

Majority Finding. 

Justices Henry W, Edgerton and 
KE. Barrett Prettyman, in their 
majority finding, stated that “the 
jury might reasonably conclude 
that, beyond any reasonable 
doubt, the members of this organ- 
ized group consciously planned to 
secure funds from outside parties 
by gross misrepresentations, and 
to spend that money, anticipating 
that if the main venture were 
successful abundant profit to all 
would result, bit that if it failed 
the loss would be upon the cus- 
tomers and not upon the group.

“Whether Curley was guilty de- 
pended, therefore, on whether he 
knew of the wrongful acts being 
committed in the name of the 
group. That, the court directly 
says, is the crucial question with 
respect to him, There was no 
criminal intent if he did not know. 
If he knew, then it would follow 
that he had become a conspirator 
with Fuller. But the evidence of 
knowledge must be clear, not 
equivocal... .” 

Rehearing Move. 

Curley’s attorneys told reporters 
they will petition the Appeals 
Court for a rehearing of the es- 
sential: points in the case, “par- 
ticularly in view of the divergent 
opinions of the court.” They said 
this automatically will stay the 
sentence of the lower court. 

Should a rehearing be denied, 
Attorney Nicholas J, Chase added, 
the case will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Curley was elected Mayor of 
Boston while the trial was going 
on. He continued as Representa- 
tive in Congress from his district. 
Previously, he had been Governor 
of Massachusetts,

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP)~ 
By a-one-vote margin, the Su-

Louisiana may try again to exe- 
cute Willie Francis, , 17-year-old 
Negro who lived through one trip 
to the electric chair last May. 

The 5-4 decision split the court 
on an interpretation of what is 
the “cruel and unusual punish- 
meres" forbidden by the Constitu- 

on, 

The majority held that it did 
not bar a second attempt at 
execution where the first failed 
due to mechanical difficulties. 

The minority agreed with Fran- 
cis’s attorneys that it would be 
“cruel and unusual” if Francis 
were again put in the chair. 

Justice Frankfurter, voting with 
the majority, explained he felt the 
high tribunal “must abstain from 
interference with state action no 
matter how strong one's persona] 
feeling of revulsion against a

the federal constitution. 

“We find no double jeopardy 
here which can be said to amount 
to a denial of federal) due process 
in the proposed execution , , ,” 

“Even the fact that petitioner 
has already been subject to a cur- 
rent of electricity does not make 
his subsequent execution any 
more cruel in the judicial sense 
than any other execution, 

“The cruelty against which the 
Constitution protects a convicted 
man is cruelty -inherent in. the

But Justice Burton's dissenting 
opinion held that execution by de- 
liberately repeated applications of 
electricity would be cruel and un-

It was Aircraft Radioman (Third 
Class) Jeremiah J. Riley of Jen- 
or Mo., who sent the message 
that set off a pandemonium of 
rejoicing when the six survivors 
of the missing photographic plane 
was sighted Saturday.

The radio operator on the Pine 
Island, Radioman (Second Class) 
Thomas J. Clements, Lake Villa, 
Il., knew what was coming as 
soon as he heard faster-than- 
normal call signals, But he stayed 
at his receiver until the entire 
message was typed and acknowl- 
edged, Then the whole radio shack 
crew yelled in unison.

18 NAZI OFFICERS INDICTED 
BY U.S, AS MEMBERS OF S.S, 


NUERNBERG, Jan. 13 (AP)— 
American authorities today in- 
dicted 18 Nazi officers as mem- 
bers of the 8.8. (Elite Guard), 
which was held to be a criminal 
oragnization by the International 
Military Tribunal. 

Chief among the 18 is Oswaldo 
Pohl, who as a chief henchman 
of Heinrich Himmler administered 
virtually all concentration camps. 
He was afrested last summer. 
Two deputies of Pohl, August 
Frank and Heinz Karl Fanslau, 
also. were named, along with va- 
rious division chiefs. 

The indictment was the fourth 
presented by United States war 
crimes authorities, now trying 23 
Nazi doctors and Field Marshal 
Erhard Milch. 


AKILLED, 142 HURT 
NN BLAST AT HAIFA 
CURFEW. IMPOSED 


6-Story Police Headquar- 
ters ‘Virtually Lev- 
eled’ by Explosives in 
_ Auto. 


JERUSALEM, Jen. 13 (AP) — 
Haifa’s 95,000 inhabitants were 
held under virtual house arrest 
today by a British curfew im- 
posed last night after an ez- 
plosion wrecked the city’s palice 
station, killing four policemen and 
injuring more than 142 other per- 
sons. 

The casualty list showed two 
British policemen and two Arab 
temporary constables deagd; 62 
policemen—British, Arab and Jew- 
ish—hurt, one Briton severely; 48 
civilians hospitalized; 32 given 
first ald, and many more cut, 
bruised or shocked. 


The biast, set off in an’ aute 
mobile load of explosives planted 
outside the atation, shook Pales- 
tine’a main seaport, sent glass 
splinters flying for as much as 
a mile, disrupted traffic and the 
telephone system and started fires 
that raged for a half hour in the 
next-door post office and other 
nearby bulldings. 

The Government said the six- 
story headquarters, at the foot of 
Mount Carmel and about 100 yards 
from the harber entrance in a 
Jewish-Arab neighborhood, was 
“virtually leveled.” 

An hour after the biast, the 
secret radio of Irgun Zvai Leumi, 
Jewish underground group, broad- 
cast a denial of rumors current 
all week that the underground 
was withholding violence to await . 
the outcome of negotiations for 
an independent Jewish state in 
Paleatine. 

A veteran British officer said, 
“It looks like the Stern boys are 
at work again.” (The so-called 
Stern Gang is an offshoot of 
Irgun Zvai Leumi.)

Patronage, Horse-Trading. 

The immediate battleground, 
however, is in the hotel rooms.

Slouch-hatted, tobacco - chewing 
supporters of “Ole Gene” have 
come in from the hills to rally to 
his son.

They also comprise cau- 
tious Jegislators, out for “deals.” 
Back of it all is “smart money,” 
derived from conservative business 
sources which were the backbone 
of the financial support of the 
elder Talmadge, who endeavored 
to keep taxes down and labor “in 
its place.” 

Old, Familiar Faces. 


Smoke fills the rooms as the 
bargaining has gone on. Pledges 
have been made—some to be brok- 
en. Talmadge's headquarters re- 
sembles those of his father. Most 
of the old familiar faces are 
there, from the “wool hat” contin- 
gent to shrewd contractors. Her- 
man, suave, personable, sees all 
comers. His headquarters oper- 
ates on a 24-hour-a-day basis. 


Similar scenes are being enact- 
ed at the Thompson headquarters. 
They are reached by a corridor 
lined by vigilant henchmen of beth 
sides anxious to check on legis- 
lators who go from one camp 
to the other. There is not evident 
there the back-slapping technique 
of the Talmadge strategy, but 
there is apparent as much long- 
distance telephoning—seeking the 
support of political factions to 
bring pressure on the legislators. 


Active in behalf of Thompson is 
E. D. Rivers, former governor, and 
once an officer of the Ku Klux 
Klan. He was indicted for em- 
bezzlement growing out of trans- 
actions while in office, but his 
case ended in a mistrial. Dr. 
Samuel Green, grand dragon of 
the revived Ku Klux Klan, who 
supported the late Eugene Tal- 
madge, is not in evidence. He 
was injured eight days ago in an 
automobile accident and is in a 
hospital at Macon, Ga, 

Use of Smear Tactices, 


The campaigns conducted by 
both candidates represent cynical 
politics at its worst. Both have 
delivered radio addresses, designed 
to bring public pressure on the 
Legislature. The campaign has 
included bitter smear tactics, some 
involving the race issue, marking 
a new chapter in the fervid his- 
tory of Georgia politics. 

This factor was exemplified yes- 
terday in a front-page editorial in 
the Atlanta Journal. Asking, “Is 
this Georgia or Latin America?” 
it stated that it had no choice be- 
tween young Talmadge and 
Thompson as men, pointing out 
that each nurtured elements “of 
which we disapprove.” 


It asked whether Georgia was a 
democratic commonwealth or a 
“Latin American country at the 
mercy of conspirators and politi- 
cal brigands?” 

It drew the conclusion that the 
contest between Talmadge and 
Thompson is not the point at issue. 
It maintained that the Legislature 
had no legal right to elect any- 
body, except to canvass the re- 
turns and announce the results of 
the November election. The state 
constitution, it asserted, points the 
way to legal procedure. It accused 
Talmadge of “trickery” and stated 
that, if the Legislature seated him, 
it would reduce “democracy in 
Georgia to an absurdity.” 

Ironically, regardless of which 
man is selected as the next gov- 
ernor, his platform will be iden- 
tical with that of the late Eugene 
Talmadge—it will stand primarily 
for “white supremacy,” mainte- 
nance of the county unit system— 
which practice!ly disfranchises 
city voters—and “Georgia for 
Georgians.” 

That program was adopted by 
the Talmadge-dominated state 
Democratic convention after .the 


primary. 
No candidate has dared alter it.

“Looking out of my 
window I saw fire falling in my 
yard. I heard the crash as 
started out of the house to see 
what had happened and could see 
flames shooting skyward over a 
knoll between my house and the 
highway. A man was hollering 
for help when I got there and 
gasoline was burning all around 
the wreckage. 

“When I found where the hol- 
lering was coming from I went 
under the fuselage, resting against 
the fill, and a man was hojding 
out his hand. I pulled at him a 
couple of times but couldn't get 
him loose, 

Pull Passenger Out of Plane. 

“When Ted (Delp) came, we 
pulled him out, seat and all. He 
said his back wasn’t broken but 
that his feet and shoes were burn- 
ing. I used my knife to cut his 
safety belt loose and we pulled 
off his shoes.” 

Delp said that after pulling 
Keyes free he looked at the plane. 

“The fire was still burning and 
I could see people on fire sitting 
in the plane, Some looked like 
they had their hands up in the 
air.”

DETROIT, Jan. 13 (UP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers will ask 
for a 23%-cent hourly wage in- 
crease, a pension plan and other 
concessions when it opens nego- 
tiations with the Ford Motor Co. 
for a 1947 contract about May 1. 

Richard T. Leonard, director of 
the UAW’'s Ford Department, an- 
nounced the union aims yesterday. 
He said a national conference of

Detroit Feb. 14 and 15 to plan the 
strategy for the 1947 Ford nego- 
tiations. 

Leonard’s anuouncement came 
shortly after Walter P, Reuther, 
UAW president, said the union 
would seek a retirement plan and 
an “egy le aang ag hye in- 
surance program in wage 
negotiations with.

tions. It is the size of a suitcase, 
one side of which is the face of 


a dial with & pointer that gives 
the average. 

The voter is given a tiny hand 
dial, connected to the suitcase by 
an electric wire. He turns the 
dial in his hand to show his opin- 
jon, and that act registers his 
sentiments in the large box, but 
thir vote is secret. It is merely 
an electrical connection in the 
box, until the moment\when the 
totals are taken. Then all the 
electrical records are averaged by 
the machine. Anything below 50 
is on the no side, anything above 
on the yes side. 

The machine will also record 
and report on the number who 
vote no opinion. The meter omits 
the fifty-fifty opinions, ordinar-

Beyond these points, all of which 
seem likely to arouse some contro- 
versy in Congress, Vandenberg 
also urged a policy shift in China, 
saying the United States now 
should support the coalition wd 
non-Communist parties backing 
China's new constitution, This 
evidently would mean abandoning 
the policy which Marshall fol- 
lowed during his 13 months’ diplo- 
matic work in China—a policy of 
equality between the Communist 
and the Nationalist Kuomintang 
which to date has run the gov- 
ernment. 

Moreover, in an apparent break 
with prevailing State Department 
policy, Vandenberg also demanded 
that the long delayed Pan-Amer- 
jean conference on hemispheric 
defense be held at Rio de Janeiro 
in the immediate future. - 

Vandenberg spoke on the same 
program as Byrnes, but while he 
devoted himself to specific issues, 
the retiring secretary directed his 
discussion more to broad ques-' 
tions of world peace and American 
aims. Both Byrnes and Vanden- 
berg emphasized the need as they 
saw it for continuing and strength-

ening the development of a foreign 
policy which will have the support 
of both major parties. 

Vandenberg, however, declared 
that bi-partisanship does not mean 
an end to discussion and even 
“vehement controversy” on for- 
eign policy questions inside the 
country. He stated more force- 
fully than he has ever done in 
the months of his work with 
Byrnes on the United Nations and 
European peace settlements his 

Pan - American and 
China policies. 

Diplomatic authorities noted 
that Vandenberg’s recommenda- 
tion of, American backing for the 
constitutional parties in China 
may not necessarily conflict with 
what Marshall wants to do there. 

The General was considerably 
disappointed at the failure of the 
Communists to join in the final 
drafting of the new constitution, 
under which the Chinese govern- 
ment is now to be reorganized 
and broadened.

can serve as a basis for a dig- 
nified and truly lasting peace,” 
the Pope said.

had “gone to extremes” of threat- 
ening withdrawal of American 
support of the U.N., unless his 
proposals—which the Russians op- 
pose—were accepted. Izvestia. in- 
timated that this purported threat 
was the reason for Baruch’s re- 
cent resignation as the United 
States representative on the U.N. 
Atomic Energy Commission, 

The Government newspaper 
said that another possible reason 
for the resignation was _ that 
Baruch’s position on the commis- 
sion “had evoked dissatisfaction 
in Zionist circles with whom 
Baruch is connected.” 

(Associates of Baruch in New 
York. said that the elder states- 
man was not a Zionist and never 
had been. They repeated the rea- 
son Baruch had given for his res- 
ignation—that his work had been 
completed and he had “come to 
the end of the furrow.”) 

Izvestia did not conceal the 
hope that the resignation would 
presage a “more flexible” United 
States policy on atomic control. 

(In a statement Vec. 27 to the 
working committee of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Baruch in- 
sisted there should be no veto on 
punishment of atomic violations 
and said: — 

(“Our people believe that the 
United Nations stands for the 
sanctity of treaties and for keep- 
ing of the pledged word in inter- 
national relations. If our people 
were to believe that it lay with- 
in the power of a violator of trea- 
ties voluntarily entered into un- 
der the United Nations legally to 
escape the consequences of such 
treaties, in my opinion, they would 
—and they should—withdraw their 
support from this organization, 
which, in these circumstances, can 
be no more than a debating so- 
ciety and a place to exchange 
pious-sounding documents.”)

Reduced to its simplest terms, 
the question which the American 
experts are studying is this: Will 
Petru Groza, Georgi Dimitrov and 
the Comintern’s othér men in the 
Balkans one day have to leg it 
for the Russian border, like Jaafer 
Pishevari, the Comintern’s man in 
Azerbaijan?

The real quality of the regime 
is best explained in terms of its 
leaders, an old crew to say the 
least.

Although he was probably 
born in Iran, he had been trained 
throughout his adult life in the 
U.S.S.R. The ruthless Sadiq Dad- 
dar, the chief of police, was an- 
other.

Then there was Ghulam 
Danishyan, the commander in 
chief of the conscript Azerbaijan 
army.

Marshall's. state- 
ment on China blaming ex 
tremists  on;both sdes for con- 
tinued strife, was “filled with con- 
structive criticism, showing -his 
good will toward China,” an un- 
official source reported. 
Chiang gave this first formal 
reaction to Marshall's statement 
and departure from China at a 
memorial service for Dr. Sun Yat- 
Re- 
porters were excluded. 
An informed source said Chiang 


statement should not be viewed 
separately but in conjunction with 
President Truman’s declaration of 
policy toward China. 

“We should: reflect over the evil 
conditions Marshall mentioned— 
if they exist we must correct 
them,” the Generalissimo was 
quoted as saying. 

He predicted China’s rehabilita- 
tion program and general economy 
would improve with financial aid 
from the United States, and 
praised the recent adoption by 
the National Assembly of a coali- 
tion constitution. 

(The New York Times quoted 
Chiang as telling a group of cor- 
respondents that his government 


would “do all it can to solicit the 
co-operation of liberal elements.” 
(“As to their representation in 
the government,” he was quoted, 
“quotas were decided at the po- 
litical consultation conference, 
and the government will strictly 
abide by these decisions. Their 
actual participation in the gov- 
ernment will depend on .the atti- 
tude of other parties and of the 
independents, All who are sincere 
and patriotic will be welcome to 
join.”’)

And the mere fact that he feels 
he is justified in resigning as 
head of the State Department sug- 
gests that our international rela- 
tions are’ becoming established on 
a peacetime basis, that a modus 
vivendi with Russia is coming 
along. 

Humdrum Stuff. 


The important point is that 
America today is a nation in 
search of a way of life in peace. 
Most persons, according to a For- 
tune survey, want a job which is 
safe rather than a job which of- 
fers spectacular pay. And, along 
with that, they want a rising 
standard of living—which means 
more goods per pay envelope. 

Trends in American social and 
economic development no longer 
are determined by spectacular 
government actions—by fixing of 


a price ceiling or a sudden priori- 
ty regulation, or a manpower rul- 
ing. The Government no longer 
is the nation’s single great buyer 


of goods and services: 140,000,000 
ultimate consumers have taken 
charge of the nation’s economy. 
Result: Business today is the 
humdrum, routine stuff that day- 


and not the cloak-and-dagger stuff 
that wars are made of. 

The job of the business execu- 
tive and business analyst has 
changed accordingly. War made 
business a one-way street. Just 
watch government demand—just 
study the federal deficit <- and 
you'll know what's what and 


what's likely to be what. That 
was a comparatively easy lot. But 
now the job is to measure the 
hopes, fears, and economic re- 
sponses of millions of people in a 
free market and to prepare for 
changes in those hopes, fears, and 
economic responses. And so, once 
again the  grubber-in-statistics 
comes into his own. He must grub 
out the trends in car-loadings, 
commodity prices, steel operations, 
electric power output, inventories, 
and the like. 
“Prospects—So Bright.” 

Physically, the nation is in good 
health: Business is bigger and bet- 
ter than a year ago, viz: steel 
operations up 9 per cent; electrie 
power output, 18 per cent; auto 
output, 500 per cent: department 
store sales about 20 per cent; car 
loadings, 5 per cent; employment, 
10 per cent. President Truman 
summed it up in his economie 
report to the nation thus: “As 
the year 1947 opens, America has 
never been so strong or 80 pros- 
perous, Nor have our prospects 
ever been so bright.” 


Yet underneath that strong 
statistical surface, a basic ad- 
justment is taking place. Movie 
attendance is falling off, Janu- 
ary clearance shoppers are buy- 
ing more cautiously than a year 
ago, real estate salesmen are 
talking of “hard times,” and 
automobile dealers are cutting 
prices on used cars. Indica- 
tions of a return to a buyer's 
market are already multiplying 
—especially in the drop in food 
prices, 

This, also is a return to nor- 
malcy; to the day when manv- 
facturers and distributors, com- 
peting for the consumer dollar. 
will give a little bit more and 
more in the way of quality and 
service; instead of, as during the 
war, a little bit less. Thus the 
cost of living index, which during 
the war understated what con- 
sumers were paying for things 
(because it failed to measure 
what they didn’t get) will now 
begin to overstate what they're 
paying (because it won't catch

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contented elements deserve more 
attention than they have received 
from American policy makers. 

When Marshall assumes his new 
job, he will find complete blue- 
prints of the current United States 
diplomatic policy.

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A Contrary “Portal” View 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I heave read with interest the Post- 
Dispatch’s proposed remedy for the por- 
tal-to-portal mess. Briefly, this 
would be for Congress te define more 
specifically what was intended to be 
covered by the term “work week” in 
the Wage-Hour Act. 

But would this be a solution? I think 
not. a 

As is well known, this act was passed 
eight years ago. Since then the mem- 
bership of Congress has changed, What 
the Post-Dispatch proposes, therefore, 
would be for the present Congress to 
state what was in the minds of the mem- 
bers who composed that body eight 
years ago. Would any court sustain that 
kina of mind-reading as valid? Again, 
I think not. Assuredly, Congress could 
define “work week” for the future. But 
not for the past; at least, court deci- 
sions have been against such retroactive 
definitions of intent. 

The Post-Dispatch plan contains an- 
other flaw. “As to meritorious portal- 
to-portal claims,” your editorial states, 
“compensation can be determined by 
contract between the parties.” Can it 
be that you were unfamiliar with the 
decision of the Supreme Court (Missel 
vs. Overnight Transportation Co.) which 
held that settlement of claims arising 
frorh alleged violations of the Wage- 
Hour ‘Act are not subject to bargaining 
and cannot be waived by agreement be- 
tween employer and employe? 

If you will read that decision you will 
find this language: “Since the act has 
been violated in good faith, we would 
indeed like to hold that it (the damage 
clause) is discretionary... . Yet no mat- 
ter how much we lament its harshness, 
. the section appears to be mandatory and 
virtually all the courts have so con- 
strued it.” 

The Post-Dispatch should look else- 
where for its solution. My own idea is 
that Congress can solve it only by remov- 
ing from the courts the jurisdiction over 
portal-to-portal claims. This right of 
Congress has been upheld in the AAA 
processing tax cases and in the gold 
clause case. Why not adopt a measure 
of whose legality there can be no ques- 
tion? D. H. C.

Flaw in Our China Policy 


Senator Vandenberg and Gen. Marshall seem 


agreed that United States policy should support 
moderates in China who will go along with the 
new Constitution. Both refer to the merits of 
the Constitution. Gen. Marshall analyzes it as 
conforming to all the principles laid down ty 
last January's Political Consultative Confer- 


ence and as intioding every major point the 


Chinese Communists wanted. What both the 
Senator and the incoming Secretary of State ig- 
nore is that a Constitution is no better than it 
is administered. 

Russia has a beautiful Constitution, but its 
precepts somehow have fallen somewhat short 
of coming into practice. Japan hed a Constite- 
tion which sounded wel] enough, but the Zaibatsu 
managed to administer it out of existence. The 
point in China now is not so much the kind of 
Constitution it has, but how the Constitution 
would be administeredeand by whom ft would be 
administered. A possible clae is pnevided by 
the way the Constitution was brought into being. 

The delegates who framed the Chinese Con- 
stitution were drawn predominantly—$9$5 per cent 
to be exact—from the Kuomintang, the Nation- 
alist party which is also the Chinese Government, 
The Chinese Communists protested against this 
manifest inequity. They did so repeatedly. They 
refused to participate unless the constitutional 
convention were made as truly representative of 
all political parties as was last January's Politi- 
cal Consultative Conference. Their refusal held 
up, on several occasions, plans for going ahead 
with the convention. 

Nor were the Chinese Communists the only 
ones who protested against the one-party consti- 
tutional convention and who refused to partici- 
pate on account ofits undemocratic makeup. The 
Chinese Democratic League chose the same 
course. It felt so strongly on the subject that it 
proposed to read out of membership any one of 
its constituent organizations that might contra- 
vene its decision to hold aloof. 

And the Chinese Democratic League Is the fead- 
ing moderate political organization in China. It 
is the medium through which many true liberals, 
with whom Senator Vandenberg and Secretary 
Marshal] want this country to co-operate, are at- 
tempting to make themselves politically effective. 
They recognize, as sharply as do the Chinese 
Communists, that the new Constitution fs in- 
tended as a dodge. that it is the means by which 
the rotten reactionaries in the Kuomintang, who 
control it. can perpetuate one-party dictatorship 
in the fair name of democracy. 

No parallel in United States politics is possi- 


ble, but it would be as near as could be to a 


parallel if one American political party were to 
draw up a Constitution and make it the law of 
the land with the promise that it would allow 
other political parties to share in its administra- 
tion, The ungullible might well ask how often 
in history the wielders of absolute political pow- 
er have voluntarily shared it. 

It is true that an attempt to prolong the 
tenure of the 95-per-cent-Kuomintang Assembly 
was defeated, but the defeat is not so meaningful 
as the plain intention which the proposal showed. 


The Kuomintang rightists mean to keep exclusive 


control of the Government, only now they mean 
to do it through exclusive contro] of the machin- 
ery of the Constitution. 

How can the United States co-operate with 
Chinese moderates in support of the Constitution 
when the Constitution is under the autocratic con- 
trol of some of the worst extremists in China 
and when the whole business is repudiated by 
the most effective political organization of mod- 
erates in that country? The trouble is that Chiang 
Kai-shek has not yet made the first essential 
step toward democratizing China—which is, fair 
participation by all political elements. 

The trouble is that the Chinese Communist 
schism cannot be solved by the procedure Gen. 
Marshall and Senator Vandenberg appear to sug- 
gest—namely, of ignoring it and going ahead as 
if it did not exist. United States policy should 
have as its first objective in China the broaden- 
ing of the Government to include all political 
parties on an equitable apportionment. There is 
no workable substitute for it. : 
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A Senatorial [ron Curtain? 
State Senator C. R. Hawkins’s amendment to 
require open votes on bills in Missouri Senate 
committees is scheduled to be introduced today. 
Our Senators should welcome this opportunity 
to correct the glaring error in the rules which 
they adopted last week. Secrecy was outlawed 
by the new Constitution. It has been abandoned 
by the House, which now reports how committee 
members line up in reporting bills. 
members think that the people of Missouri will 
permit them to retain this old screen behind 
which lobbyists and faithless legislators connived 
to kill urgently needed legislation? Do they 
think that this State will stand for a double- 
standard in its Legislature—a standard of open 
committee votes in the House and secret votes 
in the Senate? If they do, they are mightily 
mistaken!

American agriculture’s productive capacity has 
increased 36 per cent from prewar, according to 
Secretary Anderson, and there are going to be 
surpluses which cannot be absorbed in even the 
most active domestic market. Therefore Ameri- 
can farmers have either got to sell vast quanti- 
ties abroad or contract production sharply. 


We can achieve sufficient farm exports in only 
a few ways. We could subsidize exports, as we 
already are subsidizing cotton, That is costly to 
taxpayers, however, and it makes enemies among 
competing countries which lack our financial re- 
sources to wage such cutthroat warfare. Or we 
could lend foreigners the money. But that, too, 
is costly, and international loans always become 
gifts unless it is made possible for borrowers to 
repay with their own goods and sérvices. Either 
of these courses, furthermore, would narrow the 
farmers’ market at home by increasing the na- 
tional debt load on our own consumers. 


Obviously, then, we can hope to prepare our- 
selves for the biggest exports of all time only by 
preparing simultaneously for the biggest imports. 
Neither can come te pass unless restrictive tariffs 
are reciprocally reduced. The means to negoti- 
ate such reductions were conferred on the Pres- 
ident by the 1945 extension of the Reciprocal

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Golden Lamar Howard, a Witness 


His face was cut and battered. His eyes were 


almost swollen shut. That was the way in which 


Golden Lamar Howard, 19-year-old Negro, ap- 
peared before the FBI in Atlanta with a new 
story of race hatred and terrorism in Georgia. 


Howard had testified before a grand jury in- 
vestigating the lynching of two Negroes and 
their wives near Monroe last summer. The jury 
decided that it couldn't identify members of the 
lynch mob, but despite that, when Howard re- 
turned to Monroe after testifying, two men cor- 
nered him in a cow stall and beat him unmerci- 
fully with their gists and a pistol. “I didn’t tell 
‘em nothing,” Howard said, 

But he did identify the two men, James and 
Tom Verner. The FBI arrested them. Bail was 
posted by a Georgia landowner, who pledged 316 
acres, and there the case sits. Whether the 
State of Georgia will do anything about it, or 
whether the Federal Government can do any- 
thing, is an open question. 

This kind of brutality has been seen before. 
Added -to the infringement of voting rights, to 
recurrent violations of personal freedom, there 
is an awful weight of oppression behind what 
President Trumad told: Congress last week: “The 
will to fight these crimes should be in the hearts 
of every one of us.” He has appointed a Fed- 
eral Committee on Civil Rights to recommend 
stronger protection for individual liberties. 

New federal legislation is needed. Golden 
Lamar Howard could testify on that; as well as 
on the Monroe lynching. The United States can- 
not consistently preach democracy to the world 
and permit the sabotage of democracy at home.

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Don’t Forget the Workers

While labor legislation is needed, punitive laws would only add to 
labor unrest, writer says; weighs fundamental causes of trouble; says 
workers must be made to feel their jobs are important and secure: 
urges trade unions to satisfy more than just wage-hour demands. 


Peter F. Drucker in Collier’s 


America has just had a painful object 
lesson in the truth thet you can’t end 
strikes by damning them. You can’t even 
end them by putting union leaders in jail. 
A strike is essentially a revolt; no one ever 
put down a revolt by declaring it illegal. 


There is a real danger that we will forget 
the worker and his problem in our concern 
with labor legislation. The men on the 
machines are afflicted today by a deep, 
though vague, discontent, by tension and 
pressures, Even the best labor laws would 
be futile so long as this discontent persists. 


In the tive major strikes of the first post- 
war winter, 1945-46—the General Motors 
strike, the meat packers’ strike, the steel 
strike, the electrical workers’ strike and 
the railway strike—it was on the whole 
not the leadership which forced the work- 
ers into a strike but worker pressure that 
forced a strike upon a reluctant leadership. 

What is bothering the worker is nothing 
you could at once put your finger on. It is 
a general state of uneasiness. 


Suffering From Shock 


The American worker is suffering not 
from one but from three shocks: the de- 
layed effect of the tremendous shock of the 
depression of the '30s, and the resultant 
fear of present unemployment; the shock 
of the transition from war production, in 
which the worker played a meaningful, 
often exciting part, to the humdrum rou- 
tine of production for peacetime uses; and 
the shock of disillusionment with the fruits 
of unionization, 


As a result of the depression shock, the 
American worker lives under the shadow 
of the ax even today when there are more 
jobs than men to fill them. To give the 
worker a feeling of security that will make 
him “psychologically employed” rather than 
“psychologically unemployed,” is thus one 
of the most important tasks ahead of us. 


The Full Employment Bill which Con- 
gress passed last year is hardly even a first 
step in the right direction. What the 
worker needs in order to feel secure again 
is not a promise of 60,000,000 jobs but a 
guarantee of some sort of his own individ- 
ual one job and of the jobs of his fellow 
workers in the plant and in his local com- 
munity. Until we have given him some 
such assurance, he will remain hagridden 
by the fear of unemployment—even in good 
years, 


No Glamor on the Job 


During the war the fear of unemploy- 
ment was at least counter-balanced by the 
tremendous boost in morale war production 
gave to the worker. The worker on the 
assembly line who had been doing a hum- 
drum routine job as a mere cog in an enor- 
mous machine which he understood but 
dimly, became a production hero, turning 
out such glamorous things as airplanes. 


If we want to remedy the causes of our 
present industrial unrest—rather than doc- 
tor symptoms—we will have to do some- 
thing about giving the worker a satisfac- 
tion in the job similar to if not greater 
than the emotional satisfaction he experi- 
enced during the war. 

We have learned during the war that the 
worker is more than eager to suggest im- 
provements in the process and in the work- 
ing methods if he is given any encourage- 
ment—and we have also learned that the 
worker has a great deal to contribute and 


that both the individual plant and the na- 
tional economy profit from increased 
worker participation and interest in the 
industrial process, 


So far, managements, under the pressure 
of the conversion to peacetime production, 
have done very little in this field. They 
have tried to get back to the prewar situa- 
tion as fast and as efficiently as possible 
rather than experiment with new ideas. 
But what they have gained in reconversion 
speed and efficiency, they have lost by 
creating worker discontent. 


Strong but Not Confident 


Never before, it seems, have unions and 
union leaders been more powerful in this 
or any other country. And yet, paradoxical 
as it may sound, never before have union 
leaders themselves been less confident and 
more afraid than they are today. 

It is not punitive labor legislation, not 
even a public opinion mobilized against la- 
bor that these men are most afraid of. 
Their main fear is of disintegration from 
within, of a splitting up of the;big unions 
into feuding factions, of individual union 
leaders running wild to gain individual 
power within the labor movement, of Com- 
munists and anti-Communists. 


What all this really boils down to is that 
the unions 10 years ago, particularly in the 
mass-production industries which the CIO 
organized in its whirlwind campaign, gave 
a great deal more to the worker than prom- 
ises of equal bargaining power, job secur- 
ity and higher wages. They gave him a 
cause, a community, a sphere of action. 

Today, with the major promises fulfilled, 
union life has lost the excitement and the 
satisfaction of its infancy. Where the 
worker fought on the barricades and or- 
ganized campaigns for union recognition, 
expert economists and time-motion men 
now sit down as equals with management 
to work out details. And the result has 
been an increasing sense of frustration on 
the part of the worker. 


The Task for Unions 


It is quite possible that time by itself will 
bring the cure. But it is equally possible 
that the American worker will continue to 
demand from his union a satisfaction that 
goes beyond wages, working conditions and 
job security. 

That unions can do this job—and do it 
without the hysteria and suicidal destruc- 
tion of infighting and feuding—has been 
shown by the two New York garment 
workers’ unions who, as long as 20 years 
ago, went in for a large-scale educational 
program, for organized community recrea- 
tion, etc. 

Obviously the state of shock in which the 
American worke?f is today cannot be cured 
by punitive legislation. Some labor legisla- 
tion is indeed needed—and most of Amer- 
ica’s union leaders admit that much in pri- 
vate. But if it cannot be confined to the 
proper regulation of union activities but 
becomes anti-union or anti-worker ‘legisla- 
tion, it can only make things worse than 
they are today.

Big Game Business 


SHIRAR AND SAFARI, by Edison Marshall. 
Straus & Co., New York.) 


Let the time be autumn after the first 
heavy frosts, with a cold, gusty wind beat- 
ing against brown rushes surrounding a 
lake or along the margins of a stream. 
Flurries of snow or rain, blown slantwise 
by the wind, are chilling, penetrating. A 
cheerless, uncomfortable countryside. 

Yet there will be an impelling urge to be 
out; to seek our favorite hunting ground, 
for the duck season is on and the birds are 
flying low. So we take our dog and gun 
and brave the wild elements, mainly to 
gratify the incessant urge that has come 
down to us through the ages since the time 
of the Java man whose life depended upon 
his success with the stone ax, spear and 
club, Five hundred thousand years have 
not yet bred from our systems the thrill of 
the chase. Thus we inherit the traits of 
the ages. 

Most of us, of course, have experienced 
joyful escape from the distractions of mod- 
ern life by hunting small game, but few, 
for lack of time, opportunity or means, 
have had a similar experience with big 
game. So Mr. Marshall's book about hunt- 
ing big game in the jungles or open plains 
of Africa, India and Indochina fille «@ 
longing. 


(Farrer, 
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What we are—unable to do we like to 
rend about, and Mr. Marshall spares no 
pains in informing us in a tense and 
dramatic manner all about his encounters 
with the vicious tiger, the lion, the leopard, 
the shaggy buffalo and other denizens of 
the tropics. Nor does he soft-pedal the 
dangers, narrow escapes, or the times when 
the body cries out for relief from the long 
nights of hardship spent in blinds watching 
for what might come to devour the bait set 
for the big animals. 

With all his experience in big game hunt. 
ing, aptly and thrillingly told in this book, 
the author modestly deciares that he is 
still a tenderfoot. For all his hunting expe- 
rience, he has never been able to overcome 
a seeming congenital timidity, nervousness 
and excitability in the presence of big 
game. His one obsession is to overcome 
this and be like the burly Englishmen and 
Germans whom he occasionally met on his 
hunting trips, who had poise, steady nerves 
and were fearless in the presence of & 
charging animal. 

To lose one’s nerve, he says, is dangerous, 
Yet he always did this at a critical moment, 
to escape with his life only by the favors 
of fortune. This keen awareness of danger 
and narrow escapes by seeming acts of 
providence has enabled Mr. Marshall to 
write a lively and impressive book.

from a German-Jewish refugee 
who fled the Hitler terror. 


Why Exclude Germany? 


“While you did not stress the 
situation in Germany,” the writer 
says, “I know that you are not 
one of those who tacitly or con- 
sciously exclude the German peo- 
ple from one world and the broth- 
erhood of man. Unfortunately 
there cre still so very many who 
believe that Germans must get 
along with 1550 calories (per day) 
until that distant day when the 
wounds of all other countries 
have been healed. 


“Even the new merger of the 
American and British zones is 
chiefly based on those 1550 cal- 
ories; and that in spite of all 
data medical science has gathered 
in the starvation experiments 
with conscientious objectors and 
(in spite of) official medical re- 
ports. Allied reports from Ger- 
many state that, unless rations 
are increased during this year, 
the damage will be irreparable. 
How can it be brought home to 
our people that we have been 
wasting our chanco for a genera- 
tion of better Germans ever since 
the occupation started? 


“Here are a few choice items 
from the actual picture. In Berlin, 
the lowest card—Card V—entitles 
the holder to 1250 calories. It is 
called the Friedhofskarte (ceme- 
tery card).

HE advantage that Gen. George C. Marshall brings to his new 
office of Secretary of State is that he planned the strategy of 
the war and in so doing set the major conditions that determine 


is a first-rate intellect, we must 
Yet it is the situation

peace, 

Where armies stand, power 
stands. Winston Churchill, who is 
an excellent military’ scientist, 
also understands power politics— 
which, in the world as it is, is the 
only kind of international poli- 
tics that exists. 


What Churchill Wanted. 


Churchill never lost sight of the 
political object of Britain’s war, 
which was to strengthen, not 
weaken, the freedom of action of 
Great Britain and her Empire, 
and of the Western World in gen- 
eral That is why he advocated 
the invasion of the Balkans, 


He did not want Russia in Eu- 
rope; he was willing to have Rus- 
sia advance to the so-called Cur- 
zon Line in Poland; he was ap- 
parently willing to_abandon the 
Baltic States, and to grant to the 
Soviet Union the concessions Stalin 
had previously won from Hitler 
in Rumania as/the price of the 
Russo-German /pact. 

But he did not-want Soviet 
power supr ugoslavia, Al- 
bania, and Greece, because of 
their importance to the Adriatic, 
Suez, and the Mediterranean; nor 
did he want to see the Soviet su- 
preme in any part of the immedi- 
ate hinterland of Central Europe. 

It was, I believe, Gen. Marshall 
who vetoed the Churchillian 
strategy. The politicial result of 
the way in which the war was 
conducted is what is now called 
“the iron curtain” and the parti- 
tion of Europe. 


Veto and Partition. 


This partition could occur be- 
cause of the disposition of the 
Allied armies at the close of the 
war. The Western armies halted, 
by prearrangement, and not by 
necessity, outside all the capitals 
of Central and Southeastern Eu- 
rope. General Patton’s armies 
could easily have been in Prague, 
but they halted 30 miles distant 
in Peron, and stayed halted de- 
spite the rising in the Czecho- 
slovak capital and frantic 8.0.5. 
calls for aid, a delay which cost 
hundreds of Czech lives battling 
with the SS troops, until a Red 
Army tank corps could race from 
Berlin. 

We could have entered Vienna, 
and Berlin, considerably in ad- 
vance of the Russians, but we 
halted at the Elbe. When we did 
enter both capitals it was to di- 
vide Austria and Germany into 
zones, and to accept, at Potsdam, 
a fait accompli regarding Ger- 
many’s eastern frontiers. 

And in China, by prearrange- 


ment, the Soviets occupied Man- 
churia in the last week of the Far 
Eastern war, 

This strategy radically changed 
the prewar power constellation of 
the globe. It not only brought 
about the exit from world power 
of Germany and Japan—the ob- 
jective for which the war was 
fought—but in the Far East it im- 
mensely strengthened Russian 
power and influence in China, and 
the power and influence of the 
Chinese Communist party; it 
made not only Germany, but all 
Europe, a power vacuum; it radi- 
cally weakened the British Em- 
pire: and it left, de facto, only 
two great powers on earth: the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 


Two Powers Left. 


This makes a genuine system of 
collective security practically out 
of the question. However many 
words may be uttered about the 
“sovereign equality of all states, 
this equality is a fiction in a world 
divided between two Titans. Each 
relatively weak state looks, de 
facto, not to the United Nations 
for protection, but to the United 
States of America or the U.S.8.R. 
and in this, geography, more than 
affinities, plays a role. 

Europe has become Eurasia east 
of, the Elbe, and the Russian 
armies, representing a land power 
directly contiguous to the rest of 
Europe, are in Europe; they are 
there even if they theoretically 
withdraw, for, with Europe weak- 
ened as it is, any part of it is a 
few days motor-march from 5So- 
viet-controlled territory. 

The inference of Gen. Marshall’s 
military strategy is that the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union can reach an agreement 
over Europe and China which will 
not menace either of the two and 
result in permanent equilibrium. 


“Must Have Foreseen.” 


This means, not one world, but 
two, with mutual agreement on 
nor-intervention in each other’s 
areas, This column has always 
doubted that possibility; on the 
grounds of historic experience, be- 
ese of the nature and ideology 
of the Soviet regime, and because 
of the demonstrated collapse, in 
the twentieth century, of the con- 
cert of neutrality. 

But, if anyone can make this 
concept work, it ought to be Gen. 
Marshall. For he must have fore- 
seen the power picture which 
would issue from the war as it 
was fought. :

Co-operation Asked For in 
Carrying Out Joint Group’s 
Recommendations. 


Full United States co-operation, 
including military aid, in carry- 
ing out recommendations of the 
Anglo-American Commission on 
Palestine was urged last night by 
Alfred Edwards, a Labor member 
of the British House of Commons. 
He expressed the opinion that 
500,000 troops may be required to 
maintain order if 100,000 Jews are 
admitted to the Holy Land. 

Participating in a Liberal Forum 
symposium at the Y.M.H.A., James 
G. McDonald, member of the com- 
mission of inquiry on Palestine, 
took sharp issue with Edwards. 
He asserted that far fewer troops 
would be necessary if the British 
legalized the “underground” by 
which Jews were being brought 
into Palestine. 

Edwards, speaking as a private 
citizen, defended British policy in 
the Near East, and said the Labor 
government had intended to im- 
plement the Balfour Declaration 
promising the Jews a national 
home, but had found itself bound 
by the White Paper of 1939 and 
other declarations which had sep- 
arated Transjordania from Pales- 
tine and limited immigration to 
15.000 persons a year. 

McDonald charged that the La- 
bor Party was well aware of these 
previous commiiments, but had 
permitted itself be led by the 
“technicians” in the British Gov- 
ernment. Britain, actuated by im- 
perialistic interests, wants to cre- 
ate Arab and Jewish provinces in 
Palestine so it will be obliged to 
remain as permanent arbiter, he 
argued. Actually, he continued, 
British interests would best be 
served by a Jewish government 
of dominion status in Palestine.

4 PAGANINI STRADS 


Instruments to Be Used To- 
morrow Were Owned by 
Great Violinist. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


Four rare stringed instruments, 
made more than two centuries 
ago by the celebrated Italian 
craftsman, Stradivarius, will be 
played here tomorrow at the con- 
cert of the newly-formed Paga- 
nini Quartet in Sheldon Memorial 
Auditorium. 


The instruments—two violins, a 
viola and: violincello—were owned 
once by the great violinist, Nic- 
olo Paganini, and are known as 
the “Paganini strads.” After his 
death they were separated for 
nearly 100 years. Tney were re- 
assembled last spring for the or- 
opps oz the Paganini Quar- 
et, : 

Comprising the quartet are four 
Belgians, now resident in Cali- 
fornia. They are Henri Temianka 
and Gustave Rosseels, violinists; 
Robert Courte, violist, and Rob- 
ert Maas, ’cellist. Maas was the 
‘cellist of the Pro Arte Quartet 
of Brussels. 

The new quartet was founded 
by chance and the instruments 
were acquired in the same way. 
Temianka and Maas had been 
friends in Belgium, but during the 
war years, with Temianka in the 
United States, they lost track of 
each other. 

After the war, they met In New 
York and discussed plans for 
formation of a string quartet. 
They summoned Rosseels and 
Courte from Belgium and through 
the sponsorship of Mrs, William 
Andrews Clark organized the 
quartet. Mrs. Clark heard that 
the four “Paganini strads” had 
been reassembled and purchased 
them for the group. The instru- 
ments suggested the name for 
the ensemble. 

The New York violin dealer who 
had assembled the instruments in- 
sisted he would sell them only to 
a string quartet. He rejected many 
offers for the instruments individ- 
ually until Mrs. Clark put in her 
bid for the set. 

Berlioz wrote “Harold in Italy” 
especially for the Paganini viola. 
The ‘cello was made by Stradi- 
varius at the age of 92. The violins 
were both used by Paganini. 

Tomorrow’s concert, sponsored 
here by the Ethical Society of St. 
Louis, is part of the Paganini 
Quartet’s first nationwide tour. 
The program will consist of Mo- 
zart’s “Hunt” Quartet, the De- 
bussy Quartet and the F major 
quartet by Schumann.

ATH SYMPHONY ‘PUP 
CONCERT ENJOYABLE 


Success Attributed to Judi- 
ciously-Chosen Program— 
3000 Attend.

The fourth “pop” concert of the 
season given yesterday afternoon 
in Kiel Auditorium by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra under 
the direction of Harry Farbman, 
proved to be a highly enjoyable 
affair for an audience of more 
than 3000. Its success may be 
attributed to a judiciously chosen 
program which managed to be 
direct in its appeal without resort- 
ing to banalities and, of course, 
to the excellent playing of the 
orchestra, 

The program also provided a 
novelty so rare that no member 
of the audience, in all probability, 
had ever heard it before. This 
was a Concerto for Double Bass 
and Orchestra by Domenico Dra- 
gonetti, an eighteenth century 
Italian musician, whose profi- 
ciency with that elephantine in- 
strument was such that he could 
wake u. city block by imitating 
a thunderstorm. In his Concerto, 
however, he follows the advice of 
Bottom the Weaver and roars as 
“gently as any sucking dove.” 

The solo performance by Her- 
man Burkhart of the symphony’s 
bass section showed an obvious 
expertness in manipulating his in- 
tractable strings, but it must be 
admitted that half the pleasure 
in the experience was visual. It 
was thoroughly interesting to 
watch Burkhart making the long 
reach for the higher positions and 
it was something of a miracle, 
considering the required hand 
spread, that the double-stop pas- 
sages were approximately in tune. 
Musically the piece was pleasant 
but slight. Two of three move- 
ments were played. Strangely 
enough, the fast-moving last move- 
ment came off the best.

Dizzy Dean Fans Await Browns’ Move 


Corcoran 


May Sue 
Metz for 
a Damages 


PEBBLE BEACH, Calif., Jan. 18 
(AP)—Personal differences within 
the ranks of the Professional 
Golfers’ Association, which flared 
into the open with a “one-punch, 
one-down” effect, had snatched 
top billing today along with the 
tournament in which the incident 
was inspired—the $10,000 Bing 
Crosby Invitational Pro-Amateur. 

The man who went down from 
a blow in the mouth was Fred 
Corcoran, tournament manager of 
the P.G.A, for the past 10 years. 
The man who readily admitted he 
atruck the blow was Dick Metz. 
one of the leading pro golfers, 
from Wichita, Kan. 

It took place in nearby Carmel 
last Friday night. Corcoran said 
the matter was an “unprovoked 
assault,” and told a roomful of 
interviewers he was contemplating 
filing a civil suit against Metz. 
He spent a night in the hospital 
for a check-up, which disclosed a 
bruised mouth, some _ loosened 
teeth but no concussion from be- 
ing knocked down. 

Metz not only confirmed the 
episode, but gave out a statement 
in which he said: 

Spontaneous Combustion. 

“J understand Mr. Corcoran was 
slightly injured, which I deeply 
regret. In the midst of the argu- 
ment, Mr. Corcoran angrily turned 
around toward me in what I 
judged to be a menacing manner. 
I reajted spontaneously in self- 
defense.” 

Corcoran declared: “Metz struck 
me in the mouth without warning. 
The blow knocked me Cown and 
I spent the night in a hospital. 
... This was a sneak punch. I 
was the victim of a ‘Pearl Har- 
bor.” Metz invited me to ride with 
him and Horton Smith (also a pro 
golfer) to Carmel for dinner. 
When we reached there Metz took 
me by the arm and said ‘Let's take 
a walk.” We walked a few steps 
when it happened. I did not see 
the punch coming and landed flat 
on my back.” 

Meanwhile the tournament vic- 
tors were George Fazio of Los 
Angeles and Ed Furgol of Detroit, 
who tied in the 54-hole event with 
scores of 213, and Sam Snead, Hot 
Springs, Va. who paired with 
Roger Kelly, Les Angeles, to Cap- 
ture the pro-amateur competition. 
Snead and Kelly had a 54-hole 
best-ball score of 196. 

Fazio and Furgol each won 
$1600 for low tieing score among 
the professionals, while Snead 
pocketed $1000 for his share in 
helping win the pro-amateur title. 
In addition, Furgol picked up an 
extra $425 for his part in the pro- 
amateur stuff, while Snead got 
$733 for his feat in tieing for third 
place in the strictly professional 
scoring. Low scoring amateurs 
won radios. 

P.G.A. Code to Prevail, 

The two-way tourney was 
slightly confusing to reporters try- 
ing to cover it as well as a knock- 
down affair involving the two 
well-known figures in the P.G.A.— 
Corcoran and Metz. 

Top officials of the P.G.A., de- 
ploring: the incident, said a meet- 
ing would be held shortly to de- 
termine what action would be 
taken. 

George Schneiter of Ogden, 
Utah, appointed 1947 P.G.A. tour- 
nament chairman by President Ed 
Dudley, named a committee of six 
to work with him. He said the 
committee was “in accord with 
the tournament bureau policy,” 
the bureau which Corcoran heads. 
Schneiter also said “the P.G.A. has 
a code of ethics which auto- 
matically determines the conduct 
of all its members.” 

Metz is a member of the P.G.A.

Sincere Native Reformers. 


Finally there were the sincere 
native reformers, the idealists who 
at first saw in the Soviet regime a 
means of righting ancient wrongs. 
Such a man was Haji Shabos- 
tary, president of the People’s Con- 
gress, a dr: amy and idealistic indl- 
vidual. Salamollah Javid, the gov- 
ernor general, was probably an- 
other, and so were Kavian, min- 
ister of war, and Qiyami, min- 
ister of justice. 


These got their first taste of dis- 
illusion when they discovered that 
the Comintern did not trust them. 
Two or three secret police thugs 
were assigned to follow Shabos- 
tary and Javid everywhere. But 
their disillusion did not become 
complete until they came to rec- 
ognize that the new “democratic” 
regime was as ruthless an impe- 
rialism, as naked an exploitation 
of one people by another as had 
ever been attempted by the nine- 
teenth century colonial powers. 


Government officials imported 
by the Russians imposed confisca- 
tory taxation and moreover used 
this taxation to bludgeon the citi- 
zenry into contributing to such 
societies as the Friends of the 
Soviet Union or into joining the 
Soviets’ Democratic party. 


The Soviet Trade Agencies sys- 
tematically drained the native re- 
sources into Russia. The Azer- 
baijanians received so little in re- 
turn that the province, Iran’s 
richest, was left destitute. The 
peasants were given land, only to 
find that they had exchanged 
their landlords for Russian in- 
spectors, draft officials, product 
requisitioners and the like, who 
made their lives more miserable 
than any landlord had ever done. 


Citizen Trapped. 


The ordinary’ citizen was 
trapped in the net of the officious 
Russian bureaucracy, and the om- 
nipresent secret police lent weight 
to the bureaucracy’s orders, Even 
the Kurdish tribesmen, who had 
at first turned to the Russians, 
found Soviet assistance illusory 
and their chiefs insulted by Rus- 
sian underlings. 


Small wonder then that when 
Shabostary and Javid shook loose 
their NKVD guards long enough 
to sign the surrender document, 
the “invading” Iranian Army was 
met not with bullets but with 
flowers and loud cheers. 


Contrary to early reports, Pishe- 
vari did not sign the surrender, 
but when he heard that it had 
been signed, and that Danishyan’s 
“Peoples’ Army” had refused to 
fight, he and his friends knew 
that the game was up.

SEAS 30 PCT. ASE 


CIO Group to Fight to ‘Re- 
store White Collar Living 
Standards to 1939 Level.’ 


NEW YORK; Jan. 13 (AP)~— 
The CIO United Office and Profes- 
sional Workers union, which 
claims a membership of 70,000 in 
130 cities, has adopted a program 
seeking pay increases of 30 per 
cent or $15, “whichever is great- 
er,” a week for its members. 

A statement issued yesterday 
after a policy conference attended 
by union executives and 150 dele- 
gates declared “the plight of of- 
fice and professional workers is 
approaching a national calamity” 
and pledged a fight “to restore 
white collar living standards te 
1939 levels.” 

The union supported demands of 
other CIO unions for wage in- 
creases for industrial workers and 
said that such rises would “have e 
salutary effect upon the earnings 
of all sections of the population,” 
A spokesman said that a report 
by a special committee showed 
white collar workers received in- 
creases averaging only 3% cents 
an hour from V-J day to May 1946. 
The union statement said that 
white collar “salary structure is 
far below the general level of 
wage rates for industrial work- 
ers, inadequate ag they are.” 

In addition to the general in- 
crease, the UOPWA =: collective 
bargaining program set forth 
these specific wage goals: 

Thirty-five dollar minimum for 
a 35-hour week for beginning 
clerical jobs of the lowest skill; 
special occupational and profes- 
sional minima including a $3600 
annual minimum for social service 
workers; weekly minima of $50, 
$85 and $125 for junior, intermedi- 
ate and senior grade draftsmen, 
designers, engineers, chemists, 
physicists and other technicians; 
$50 minimum for collection and 
service of debits for industrial in- 
surance agents; and “appropriate” 
salary scales and job classification 
systems for all salaried employes. 

The delegates pledged a fight 
for tax reductions “for low income 
groups.”

For swimmers, a dip in the Dead Sea is a 
weird experience. The water has an oily feel 
which, say geologists, comes from its calcium 
content. Altogether, the water contains 25 per 
cent mineral salt, and the effects of this on 
swimmers are strange indeed. 

The water is so dense that it would be prac- 
tically impossible for even such aquatic speed- 
asters as Johnny Weismuller in his prime to 
make much headway. This gives a perfect ex- 
cuse for incompetent and lazy swimmers like us 
to simply roll over and lie on top of the water. 
The Dead Sea is practically the only place in 
the world where it’s impossible for a 
to sink, although of course it’s possible to 
since through some peculiarity of the h 
body, the head prefers to go under a few i 
while the feet rise out of the water. To 
sometimes come several thousand miles to have 
themselves photographed lying in the Dead Sea, 
reading a newspaper, smoking a cigar and bal- 
ancing a parasol over their heads. 
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THE PARASOL is a good idea, too, because 
even in winter, times when the temperature is 
fairly nippy 3786 feet higher in Jerusalem, it is 
blistering hot at the Dead Sea.

“Dr. Crane, I hadn’t been conscious of any such desire, and 
if I have corrected him, it was only to help him, Aren't there 
many times when we simply must eriticize people who do 
wrong? But how can we do it without incurring their dislike?”

NOBODY RELISHES a criticism. Even when it is for our 
own good. But all of us must be corrected on numerous 
occasions so that we can make passing grades in school, or 
produce satisfactory work at the office or factory. Since 
correction and criticism often are essential and must be de- 
livered by parents or teachers or bosses, then we should all 
try to avail ourselves of the most fool-proof method for doing 
s6. That’s by employing the “sandwich method.” Insert your 
criticism as the meaty center layer between two honest compli- 
ments. In that fashion, you keep the victim's ego inflation up 
to par, and yet put across the correction that is necessary. 


x kX 

CUKB THE almost universal human trait of barking out 
a sharp criticism. This requires lots of practice, since most of 
us relish showing another person up. It is an indirect pat 
on our back when we can point out flaws in others. Instead 
studiously bite your lip. Pause and praise, first. Select some 
worthy trait that merits commendation. Then utter a verbal 
compliment about it. 

That's the first layer of the “sandwich.” Next, insert the 
meaty layer but do so casually and tactfully by saying, “I 
wonder if it wouldn't be better to do so and so.” You can give 
factual evidence to illustrate the improvement you are suggest- 
ing. ° 

Finally, complete the sandwich by adding another layer 
of compliment. As a resuit, you inflated the victim’s ego at 
the start; then deflated it partially by the criticism, but finally 
inflated it again with your final compliment. 

Learn to use this strategy, especially with your home, 
school and office associations. It. is the badge of a good leader 
or executive.

Tomorrow

LMOST everyone likes the col- 
A crtut and flavorful combina- 

tion of corn and tomatoes. It 
is a dish that will highlight a mid- 
winter meal consisting chiefly of 
bland foods of little color. The one 
feature which must be undertaken 
and handled thoughtfully is the 
excessive amount of juice in the 
tomatoes. It must be removed, or 
apparently so, or the dish will be 
soggy and regarded as only some- 
thing to fill up on. The best way 
to make the liquid “disappear” is 
to provide for the greatest evapo- 
ration in the cooking. A shallow 
dish does just this, whereas a deep 
dish that allows a minimum sur- 
face of food to be exposed to the 
heat will not dothis job. The bread 
used must be toasted until it is 
actually dry all the way through 
and folded in, in a way so that 
edges and corners of the toast 
stick up in the air to remain crisp, 
or if soaked in the combining 
process will have a chance to dry 
out and become crisp. It’s the 
sharp contrasts in texture in such 
food that make it interesting and 
delicious. 

Tomato and Corn Casserole, 

Three tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, two tablespoons chopped 
onion, two cups toasted bread 
cubes, No, 2 can tomatoes, one cup 
canned whole kerne] corn, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 
pinch sugar, 

Heat butter or margarine in a 
small skillet and saute onions 
about five minutes. Remove from 
heat, add bread cubes and toss 
to coat with butter. Combine to- 
matoes, corn and seasonings. 
Arrange alternate layers of vege- 
tables and toast in a four-cup 
greased casserole, starting with 
vegetables and ending with toast. 
Bake at 375 degrees F. for 20 to 
25 minutes. Remove from oven 
— serve immediately. Four serv- 
ngs.

Prize-Fighter and Athlete. 


E have an inquiry as to the 
W origin of the expression 
“prize - fighter.” Obviously, 
the reader suggests, it is an allu- 
sion to the purse or prize for 
which the pugilist fights; but 
there are prizes involved.in other 
athletic competitions, such as 
or horse-racing, which 

usually carry a purse. 

This question about the men- 
tion of the “prize” for which _ 
fights in the term prize-fighter is 
an interesting etymological ‘re- 
minder, pointing to en association 
with the word “athlete.” For the 
competetive aspect of athletics and 
the prize which rewards the win- 
ner are inherent in the meaning 
of the latter word and responsible 
for its derivation. 

We have “athlete” from the 
Greek “athletes,” meaning a con- 
testant in the games, which is 
from “athlein,” to contest for a 
prize—in the public games of old. 
All of which leads us back to 
“athilos,” a contest, and “athlon,” 
a prize. 

And so prize-fighter might be 
considered almost as a synonym 
for athlete in its orginal Greek 
sense. “Prize-fighter” had record- 
ed usage in England as early as 
17038 and was doubtless in com- 
mon speech long before that.

Professor 
Shotwell, Thomas J. Watson and 
I all tried to pay adequate tribute 
to a woman’ who, on her eighty- 
eighth birthday, can look back 
with a sense of achievement such 
as comes to few human beings 
in their lifetime. Mrs. Catt can 
see the women whom she led in 
what once seezned a hopeless fight 
now carrying their full responsibil- 
ity of citizenship. In addition, she 
can feel that she has actually laid 
the foundations in ‘he thinking 
of women, both here and in many 
other countries, which has helped 
bring about such widesproad sup- 
port for the United Nations and 
which therefore gives us hope for 
the future, 


* « + 
MRS, CATT told us an amusing 


story which, though the papers 
did not carry it, {s one that 
American women would do well to 
remember. At the age of about 
23, Mra, Catt and some of her 
friends decided they would hold 
a meeting and convert their 
county to women suffrage. They 
obtained the use of the church 
in a neighboring town, but only 
on the condition that the minister 
could open and close the meeting 
with prayer. At the end of the 
meeting — at which, I imagine, 
Mrs. Catt had made an impas- 
sioned speech — the minister 
arose and said: “O Lord, we pray 
that what this woman has said 
will be forgotten, and she will be 
forgiven.” Mrs, Catt went home 
trembling, réalizing that -to be 
prayed over was probably not 
going to bring her favor in the 
eyes of her family. 


MY ONE CONCESSION to pure 
pleasure this winter has been 
to attend the Philadelphia sym- 
phony concerts with Mrs, Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. Last week we 
both particularly enjoyed the or- 
chestra’s performance of two 
Wagnerian selections under George

cert given by Paul Robeson at 
the Hunter College auditorium for 
the benefit of Camp Wo Chi Ca. 
This camp was founded during 
the depression years by a group 
of workers who saw their children 
suffering from the hardships of 
a reduced family income, with 
both parents away from home 
whenever work was available. It 
is founded for all races and 
creeds, and for 10 years has 
demonstrated that true democ- 
racy can work, Paul Robeson, 
who knows the camp well, was 
at his best Friday night, giving 
generously of himself and his 
voice in many encores,

leave at the intermission because 
I had been asked to attend the 
dedication of the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt memorial hall for the 
Brooklyn Free Music School. I 
believe some of my husband's 
associates in Albany interested 
him in this school while he was 
governor, and he was an honorary 
member of their board for many 
years.

Night With St. Louis Ambulance Drivers 


They Answer Routine Calls, Gripe a Bit, and Tell of High Spots in Their Lives

HE trouble with people, the 
ambulance driver was explain- 
ing, is that the minute some- 
one yells, “Call a.. ambulance!” 
they think they ought to be able 


to look over thé@tr shoulder and 


see the long red job careening 
down the street, almost before you 
can say, “I think he’s got‘a severed 
artery.” 

“And then if you don’t get there 
by magic,” he went on, sadly but 
patiently, “some smart guy in the 
crowd pipes up and says, ‘Well, 
where in hell did you stop for a 
cuppa coffee this time?’ You 
wanta smack him right in the 
nose.” 


This, of course, is just one of | 


the many reasons why the life of 
an ambulance driver is not ex- 
actly a happy one. But the men 
who drive the city’s 11 ambulances 
take it in their stride, just as they 
take everything from fainting 
spells to fractured skulls, through 
and including attempted suicides, 
sudden childbirth and compound 
fractures. 


It’s all in the day’s work, and 
while it’s never exactly dull, it is 
hardly the life of high adventure 
one might suspect when one sees 
the ambulance dashing by with 
bell ringing and siren blowing. 
As a matter of’fact, the average 
trip does not require siren and 
ball, or even a lot of speed. Most 
trips are made at the same rate 
of speed as a passenger car. The 
ambulance drivers stop for stop 
signs and are ordered to abide by 
the 30-mile-an-hour speed limit. 


Of the city’s 11 ambulances, three 
are operated regularly out of the 
main garage at City Hospital, and 
one each from the second, tenth 
and fifth districts. The others 
are kept in reserve in case of an 
extreme emergency. As a rule that 
number of ambulances takes care 
of the city. 


Just to see how they go about 
it, and to find out what does hap- 
pen between the time you call 
and ambulance and the time it 
arrives, we spent most of a night 
with the men at the main garage, 
ust around the corner from City 

ospital. It is a huge old brick 
building with swinging doors fore 
and aft and has the gloomy interi- 
or of a deserted warehouse. In one 
corner is a long table with some 
nondescript chairs around it and 
a bench backed up against a long 
radiator, This is where the drivers 
while away the time between calls, 


Lou Botiano, supervisor of am- 
bulances, met us, introduced us 
to several of the drivers and told 
them it was all right for us to 
go along on some calis, if we 
signed a slip absolving the city of 
any responsibility In case the am- 
bulance cracked up. 

The drivers wérk on three shifts 
of eight hours each, Lou ex- 
plained. There are six ambulances 
on the morning shift, six on what 
they call the afternoon shift, 
which ends at 11 p.m. and five 
on the night shift, which ends 
at seven in the morning. 


During a 24-hour period they 
average about 50 calls. The heavi- 
est periods are the morning and 
afternoon shifts. Friday and Sat- 
urday nights are the busiest 
nights. 

While we sat around the table 
the drivers explained how the 
system operates. The ambulances 
don’t out on a case unless they 
are called out by the police, They. 
don’t go to cuttings or shootings 
—the police handle the victims of 
those affairs—and they pick up 
no drunks unless the drunk falls 
down and injures himself, 


By far the largest part of their 
business is oe they refer to as 
“sick calls,” which includes people 
who have fallen and hurt them- 
selves, people who are ill and 
have no one to look after them, 
people who are overcome by sud- 
den calamities, such as a stroke, 
and last but not least, maternity 
cases, 

“It runs funny,” Lou explained. 
“Sometimes we sit around here 
for an hour or so with nothing 
to do, and then bingo! every am- 
bulance will be out at once.” 


There are two telephones on 2 
smaller table by the long table. 
One of them is a regulation in- 
strument, the other is connected 
with the hospital. There is also a 
loudspeaker through which all po- 
lice calls are heard. When a 
report of accident comes over the 
police radio, conversation ceases, 
If an ambulane is needed, the 
hospital telephone, which has a 
gong like a fire bell, goes off. The 
hospital gives the address to the

driver whose turn it is to take a 
call, and he is off. 

While we sat around waiting 
for a call, the drivers aired some 
of their grievances. 

“Look at it this way,” said Leo 
Finlin, a veteran driver, “The am- 
bulance is the only emergency ve- 
hicle on the street. When we go 
out we're trying to save .some- 
one’s life. But do we get any 
credit for what we do? The po- 
lisemen and the firemen,” he said, 
answering his own question, “get 
all the credit. . 

“And as far as those sirens are 
concerned,” he went on, “we get 
no breaks from the sirens, All 
they do is arouse curiosity. You 
go down the street blowing your 
siren and the drivers pay you no 
mind. In fact, you can look out 
your rear-vision mirror and you'll 
find a half dozen of them are fol- 
lowing you to see what's going 
on. Some of them even drive up 
right alongside you, and try to 
beat you there,” 

When the police send for an 
ambulance they always state 
whether it’s an emergency. “But 
with private individuals,” Botiano 
said, “it’s always an emergency. 
A fellow called the other day and 
from the way he talked we 
thought the baby would arrive be- 
fore the ambulance could. But 
when we got there his wife 
walked out, laughing and talking, 
said she had plenty of time, Most 
of the time, though, you can tell 
from the way people talk whether 
it’s an emergency. Not from what 
they say, but from the tone of 
their voice.”

While we were talking the street 
door opened and a young man 
stuck his head-inside. He wore a 
sailor’s jacket over civilian clothes, 
His most distinguishing feature, 
however, was his face. His lip 
was split open, One eye was swol- 
len shut, his forehead had a knob 
on it and one jaw was swelling. 


“Say Mac,” he said to the group, 
“where do you go to get sewed 
up around here?” One of the driv- 
ers walked over to the door. “I'll 
show you,” he said. The young 
man said, “I gotta get sewed up 
quick.” The driver said, “What 
happened to you?” The young 
man hesitated, then said, “I fell 
down.” The driver turned and 
winked and the others laughed. 
He was directed to the hospital. 
“They always say they fell down,” 
one of the drivers said. 

The subject veered to babies, but 
just then the bell rang. Bill Longo, 
a tall, lanky, dark-haired driver 


who had just come on duty and 
was still changing into his uni- 
form, took the call. They gave 
him the address of a “sick call.” 

We climbed Into the ambulance 
and started out, not at the wild, 
breath-taking speed we had ex- 
pected, but slowly and cautiously 
over slick streets. We_ also 
stopped at all traffic signs 
and cars passed us on both sides. 
Bill never turned on his siren_or 
rang his bell. Didn’t need them, 
he explained, There’s never any 
hurry on sick calls, and better for 
the ambulance to get there a 
little later than not at all. On the 
way, Bill explained that they can 
only pick up a person on a sick 
call if the person himself is willing 
to go. Lot of times, he said, they 
find that some relatives have 
called the ambulance, and the sick 
person insists he doesn’t want to 
go to a hospital. In that case, no 
matter how sick the person may 
be, there is nothing they do but 
leave him there. They can’t take 
a man against his will. 

With a flashlight we found the 
address, a bleak-looking house on 
West University. There was no 
light shining anywhere, . Bill took 
his flashlight and started to circle 
the house. He explained that the 
situation was typical. People call 
the ambulance but leave no lights 
which might direct the driver. 
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As we went around to the rear 
his flashlight showed up a little 
old lady climbing laboriously down 
the stairs, hanging on to the 
handrail. Bill went up to help her. 
“I fell down and hurt my elbow 
today,” she said apologetically, 
“and it hurt so bad I thought may- 
be I better have it X-rayed.” Bill 
asked her if someone wasn't going 
along with her. “Oh, yes,” she said, 
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“the lady downstairs.” Then she 
called out, “Oh. Missus Callahan; 
they’re here. Are you ready?” 
Missus Callahan popped out of the 
kitchen door downstairs. “Here I 
am, I’m coming,” she called out. 
The two women walked to the am- 
bulance and took a seat on the 
folding bench which runs the 
length of the tonneau, where they 
sat chatting in subdued but ex- 
cited tones. An ambulance ride in 
the middle of the night was 
quite obviously an adventure in 
their lives. 

Back at the garage, the conver- 
sation picked up where it had left 
off—babies. It is far from uncom- 
mon for the drivers to have to as- 
sist at the birth of a child, a job in 
which they have been given spe- 
cial training. One driver, they said, 
had helped deliver 24 babies in the 
past four years. 

‘“‘Here’s a man can tell you about 
babies,” they said, as a tall, gray- 
haired driver pulled in with his 
ambulance. He was Tom Cook, 
who will have been driving city 
ambulances for 40 years next 
month. 

“Babies?” he said, “Oh Lord, 
I've helped deliver over a thou- 
sand, I know.”

When he started driving, Tom 
said, the ambulances were, of 
course, pulled by horses. “Since it 
took a lot longer to get anywhere, 
we had 24 pieces of equipment 
scattered around town. And in- 
stead of bringing them all into 
the hospital like we do now, we 
had what they called dispensaries 
at different points over town, 
When we picked up a case we'd 
take him to nearest dispensary. 
The doctor there’d look him: over 
and if he could fix him there,

he did. If he couldn't he sent 
him on into the hospital. 


Another sick call came in. At 
the address, a single room in the 
rear of a dismal tenement build- 
ing, we found an elderly man lying 
in an old-fashioned iron bed, 
staring at the ceiling, unable to 
talk and barely able to move. A 
man and woman there explained 
the sick man worked for them, 
They had come to see about him, 
discovered he had suffered a par- 
tial stroke. How long he had been 
lying helpless, no one knew. 


Back at the garage the talk aad 
turned to attempted suicides. 


“They'll figure out some of the 
damndest ways to do it,” Walter 
Boone was saying.

West won 
with the king and saw that the 
defense had no chance unless his 
partner could win a diamond trick 
and then lead hearts. Therefore 
West. boldly led a low diamond. 
East took the trick with the nine 
and promptly returned the queen 
of hearts. Declarer therefore 
found himself losing a trump, 4 
diamond and two hearts, for a 
one-trick set. 

The play of the diamond queen 
at the first trick was not far- 
sighted. South should have real- 
ized that the chief danger to his 
contract was that East might 
gain the lead and play through 
the king of hearts, It was there- 
fore vital to make quite sure that 
East could never gain the lead. 

Declarer could have accom- 
plished this by playing dummy’s 
low diamond at the first trick. 
East would have to play low also, 
since putting up the king would 
only set up dummy’s queen, and 
South would be able to let West's 
jack of diamonds hold the trick. 
After this, South could ‘well af- 
ford to let West win his trump 
trick, for West could not enter 
his partner's hand to have a 
heart returned.
